Law enforcement officials from 
cities throughout Utah County believe 
a serial burglar is responsible for 
more than 250 burglaries in the area 
during the past year. 

Police detectives from Provo, 
Pleasant Grove and Lehi described 
the appearance and activities of the 
serial burglar during a press confer- 
ence Wednesday. 

Based on eye-witness descriptions, 
police believe the burglar is a skinny, 
white male in his late teens or early 
20s. He is described as having long 
blond hair and wearing dark clothing. 
He is approximately 5 feet 8 inches 
tall and weighs between 125-160 
pounds. 

Detectives have linked the same 
man to hundreds of burglaries by 
studying his methods of operation. 

“He seems to target middle-income 
homes so that he can avoid technical 
alarm systems,” said Scott Carter, 
Sergeant Detective of the Utah 


County. Sheriff's Department. 


In addition to targeting middle class 
residences, the suspect’s methods 
include ringing the doorbell or knock- 
ing. If he believes that no one is

The suspect steals items that lead 
police to believe he has children or 
younger siblings.

Police urge the burglar to turn him- 
self in before he gets hurt.

WASHINGTON — Rep. Dan 
Rostenkowski has a take-it-or-leave 
it offer from U.S. prosecutors that 
would have him plead guilty to a 
felony, serve a short prison sentence 
and end his 36-year congressional 
career.

With Geneva Steel’s introduction 
into the valley in 1944, the company 
played a large part in World War II 
by contributing ships such as the S.S.

A more recent accomplishment of 
Geneva is “The Margaret Z”, a 265 
foot tuna boat requiring 979 tons of 
steel plate. The Margaret Z is the first 
tuna boat of that capacity since 1981. 
Five similar boats have been ordered 
for Korea as well as one for France. 

Geneva Steel recently broke a world 
record in steel slabs. On its new con- 
tinuous caster, Geneva processed a 
slab measuring ten feet and five inch- 
es in width. The record slab was 15 
feet, five-and-one-half inches long 
and 8.6 inches thick.

Number of TB cases reduced from last year 


BOSTON — The number of new tuberculosis cases dropped significantly 
last year for the first time since the mid-1980s, perhaps signaling control of the 
resurging infection, federal officials reported Wednesday. 

The 1993 total was down by 1,360 cases, a 5 percent reduction from 1992. 

Experts from the U.S. Centers for Disease Control and Prevention, which 
compiled the statistics, said the decline may be a payoff of the nationwide 
effort to track down people infected with TB and get them treated. However, 
they cautioned that'a one-year reduction doesn’t mean the problem is licked. 

“It probably reflects the effectiveness of prevention and control methods,” 
said Dr. Kenneth G. Castro, the CDC’s director of tuberculosis elimination. 

However, he conceded that under reporting of TB cases could have con- 
tributed to the decline. 

Tuberculosis was once a major killer in the United States, and around the 
world it is still the most common cause of death from an infectious disease. The 
World Health Organization predicts the worldwide total of new cases will 
increase from 7.5 million in 1990 to 8.8 million next year and 10.2 million in 
2000. 


Mayor Stewart asks city council for theater 


PROVO — Mayor George Stewart and his wife think it would be a good 
idea for the city to go into the theater business. 

Stewart suggested to an executive session of the city council Tuesday that it 
approve using $140,000 to $150,000 of reserve funds to purchase the Church of 
Christ, Scientist building. 

The mayor’s plan is to buy the building on behalf of the Provo Arts Council, 
then lease it to the group. 

“There is unquestionably no facility that can be used for theater in Provo,” 
Stewart said. “They’ve run out of places.” 

The mayor’s wife, JoAnna, is an ad hoc member of the Provo Arts Council 
and represents him there. 

Stewart plans to negotiate with the building’s owner. He said the council’s 
reaction to his plan was positive.

Emeritus General Authority dies

Elder Sterling W. Sill, an emeritus 
General Authority of The Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, died 
Wednesday of natural causes in his 
Salt Lake City home. He was 91. 

Elder Sill served from April 1954 to 
October 1976 as an Assistant to the 
Council of Twelve Apostles, and in 
1976 he was called to the First 
Quorum of the Seventy, where he 
served until he received emeritus sta- 
tus in 1978. 

He also served the Church as a full- 
time missionary in the Southern 
States mission from 1924-26, a stake 
high councilor, a bishop and a mem- 
ber of the General Sunday School 
Board from 1951-54. 

Elder Sill was a prominent business- 
man and educator, a popular public 
speaker and a prolific writer. He was 
the author of 33 books, including the 
following: “Miracle of Personality,” 
“Quest for Excellence,” “Power of 
Believing,” “The Majesty of Books” 
and “The Laws of Success.” 

His voice became familiar to many 


during his 17 years on the radio pro- 
gram “Sunday Evening From Temple 
Square,” broadcast on KSL from 
April 17, 1960, until July 17, 1977. 

Elder Sill rose to manager of the 
Salt Lake City office of the New York 
Life Insurance Company in 1933, and: 
was appointed inspector of agencies 
for seven western: states in 1940. In 
1934, he became the first Utahn to be 
awarded the Certified Life 
Underwriter (CLU) degree by the 
College of Life Underwriters in 
Philadelphia. He once served as presi- 
dent of the Salt Lake Exchange Club 
and the Salt Lake Association of Life 
Underwriters. 

Other honors Sill received were 
entry in “Who’s Who in America,” 
and the Carnegie Hero Medal award- 
ed by the Carnegie Foundation in 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. 

Sterling W. Sill was born March 31, 
1903 in Layton to Joseph Albert and 
Marietta Welling Sill. He married 
Doris Mary Thornley in 1929. She 
survives Sill, as does a daughter ae 
one of their two sons.

They called for 
closer cooperation against Russian organized crime, 
but Freeh and Yegorov appeared to disagree on 
whether nuclear weapons and materials were vul- 
nerable to theft in Russia. 

Subcommittee Chairman Sam Nunn, D-Ga., 
opened the hearing by saying, “organized crime in 
the former Soviet Union is fast becoming not only a 
law enforcement nightmare, but also a potential 
national security nightmare as well.”

Yegorov said, “At the defense facilities of Russia, 
the control systems and security systems practically

“Crime groups in recent years are demonstrating 
more and more interest towards defense facilities of 
the former Soviet Union,” Yegorov said, attributing 
that to a “myth that there is a lot of demand for 
radioactive materials abroad.” 

Zachert said, “At some point these criminals 
might succeed in getting weapons-grade material.

Ban on weapons

UNITED NATIONS — The 
Security Council voted Wednesday to 
lift a 10-year ban on weapon exports 
from South Africa, making it an offi- 
cial member of the deadly world of 
arms traders. 

The ban was the last of the 
apartheid-era U.N. embargos to be 
scrapped, in a show of confidence in 
South Africa’s new multi-racial gov- 
ernment. The sanctions were imposed 
in 1977 in an effort to force an end to 
white-minority rule. 

The lifting of the ban could lead 
African nations to turn to South 
Africa as a source of weapons, 
increasing the potential for bloodshed 
on a continent that has already seen

While the ban on arms sales to 
South Africa was largely successful, it 
inspired the country to develop a 
major domestic arms industry. The 
Middle East, Latin America and other 
African nations are regarded as poten- 
tial big customers once the ban is lift- 
eda 

The Armaments Development and 
Production Corp., set up by the South 
African government in response to the 
embargo, claimed that during the 
embargo it sold to more than 30 coun- 
tries worldwide, bringing in about 
$151 million a year. 

The vote on removing the arms 
embargo came days after the Security 
Council banned sales of weapons to 
Rwanda, where an estimated 200,000 
people have been killed in more than 
a month of ethnic carnage.

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14-year-old wins $25,000

WASHINGTON — He knew which 
country is divided by the Tagus River, 
where the Tarim Basin is and the 
name of the only non-Islamic country 
bordering the Caspian Sea. 

Anders Knospe, 14, from Bozeman, 
Mont., walked away with $25,000 
Wednesday as his knowledge led to 
victory in the sixth annual national 
geography bee. 

Portugal, China and Russia, the 
eighth-grader responded to those 
three questions. 

Knospe beat nine other finalists to 
win the bee, sponsored by the 
National Geographic Society, and 
Amtrak. 

Afterward, Knospe admitted he 
almost gave the wrong answer to the 
last question, which was about the 
Tagus River. “I thought it might be 
Spain,” he said. 

In the final round, Knospe went 
head-to-head with Michael Bebow, 
14, of Metairie, La. Both youngsters 
stumbled when asked to name the 
river that forms most of the boundary 
between Nicaragua and Honduras. 

“Nicaragua,” Knospe wrote. 

“San Juan,’ Bebow scrawled. 

The correct answer: the Copo River. 

Bebow then guessed that the Tagus 


divides Italy into two agricultural 
regions, and he fell to second place. 
He received a $15,000 scholarship. 

Third place went to Jeorse Lund, 14, 
of Henderson, Ney. 

He was out of the game when he 
couldn’t come up with the Dutch 
word for land reclaimed by the sea. 
(It’s “polder.”) His prize: a $10,000 
scholarship. 

Knospe wore an ear-to-ear grin and 
blushed pink when National 
Geographic Society President Gilbert 
Grosvenor handed him a giant 
$25,000 check. 

“Tough questions, great competi- 
tion,’ Grosvenor said. “J think we’ve 
also proved that American education 
can succeed.” 

Knospe, who attends Chief Joseph 
Middle School in Bozeman, said he 
was relieved at the end of 
Wednesday’s competition. 

The 10 finalists, all between 11 and 
14 years old, breezed through the 
early rounds of the bee, which was 
moderated by Alex Trebek, host of the 
TV game show “Jeopardy.” 

Trebek led off with: “Santo 
Domingo, the first permanent settle- 
ment in the Americas, is in which pre- 


sent-day island country?” (Answer: © 


Dominican Republic.) He finished the 
round with: “Name the strait that 
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allows ships to avoid the treacherous 
open waters around Cape Horn.” 
(Answer: Strait of Magellan.) 

The youngest competitor Wed- 
nesday, 11-year-old Matthew Coyle of 
Westminster, Md., was knocked out in 
a round featuring hats of the world. 

“Hats like this one are worn by 
palace guards in one of the world’s 
ancient cities,” Trebek said as a 
youngster walked on stage wearing a 
red skullcap with a long brown tassel. 
“Name this city, which is the south- 
ernmost capital on the mainland of 
Europe.” 

Coyle guessed Madrid. The right 
answer was Athens. 

A total of six million students par- 
ticipated in the bee, which began at 
schools around the country in 
December. Fifty-seven state-level 
winners — representing the states, 
U.S. territories and overseas depen- 
dents — competed for the 10 finalist 
slots. 

There was a mood of celebration at 
Chief Joseph Middle School, where 
Knospe’s victory was announced over 
the public address system Wednesday 
morning. 

Some of the students were planning 
to meet him at the Bozeman airport 
late Friday with congratulatory ban- 
ners.
